Newark Had All Kinds of Weather on

The March weather which was los 


by the weather man during the montl 
when it should have been delivered 
was found Saturday night and with 
out any warning it was dispensed -with 
a lavish hand. 


The blizzard started at 7:30 o'clock 


and for an hour the snow fell 
melting as quickly as it touched the 
ground. 
The mercury began to fal 


during the afternoon and the peach 
and other trees "whose green leaves 
begin to peep as soon as the warm 
winds blow, found themselves out too 
soon. It is feared that the fruit trees 
especially the peaches and cherries 
have been seriously damaged by the 
extreme cold of Saturday and Sunday 
nights. Ice froze in small puddles in 
the streets and a thick layer of frozen 
snow covered the grass of the lawns 
and pastures

Sunshine, snow, rain, sleet, hail ant

As the 
thermometer indicates freezing tem- 
perature at many points in these 
states only cloudy weather can pre- 
vent heavy damage to early fruits and 
vegetables. The greatest 
apprehen- 


sion is felt in South Carolina, where 
the crops are well advanced, and frost 
warnings have been issued. A killing 
frost would mean the loss of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to farmers and 
gerdeners.

day night, and as a concession to them 
the central authorities of the opera- 
tives association consented that traffic 
on some of the Naples lines should be 
stopped immediately, but on others 
one train should be run Sunday. The 
strike will prove a great embarrass- 
ment to foreign 
tourists,

there are a great many in Italy just 
now. 


In reply to an interrogation in the 


chamber of deputies relative to the 
railroad bill, Premier Fortis said: 
"We still hop&.xwith persuasion to 
bring the railroad men to reason, but 
if these means are insufficient I de- 
clare the government knov/s its duty 
and how to accomplish it with the ap- 
probation of the cabinet, trusting to 
have the appro\al of public opinion, 
which wishes to prevent arrogance by 
the railroad men. I can state that 
public order will be maintained every- 
where, and also that the public will be 
served within the limits of possibility. 
The government feels that it has the 
moral and material strength to accom- 
plish what it considers to be its right 
and duty."

Expected to Cross Mississippi From 


Texas and Extend Its Crop Re- 


duction Work.

that the boll weevil will cross the Mi.s 
sibsippi river before this season is ovei 
beginning his ravages in the state of 
Mississippi," said Dr. L. O. Howard 
the chief entomologist ot the depart- 
ment of agriculture, in recounting the 
various stages ot the conflict between 
the cotton growers and their great en- 
emy, hardly less dramatic than a war 
between contending armies. 


Dr. Howard places most reliance as 


a practical remedy upon the compul 
sory cutting down of the cotton stalks 
in the middle of October or thereabout, 
and burning them up. This destroys 
the weevil after he has 
ruined the 


crop, and in a field thus burned over 
thousands of ilie pest will go inio win 
ier quarters -where otherwise there 
would be miili->n<. This plan was pro- 
posed several y<-ars ago, but the Tv\as 
p]ant?is did not ;ake kindly 1o if.

How Birmingham. When Joseph Chamberlain. "Socialist," 
Was Mayor, Purchased Its Slum District and Made It 
the Most Valuable Tract of Real Estate In the World

N 1875 tbe most squalid district In 


England lay like a festering sore 
adjacent to the business center of 
Birmingham. 
It was thus de- 


scribed by Counselor White in an elo- 
quent plea before the town council for 
Improved conditions: 


"It is not easy to imagine tire dreary 


desolation which acre afte.r acre in tlie 
very heart of tbe town presents to 
those who will take tbe trouble to vls- 
if it. Little else is to be seen but bow- 
Ing roofs, tottering chimneys, tumble 
down and disused shops, heaps of 


• bricks, broken -wJudows 
and 
coarse 


"rougn pavements, damp and sloppy. In 
one case I found a house of only two 
rooms, about nine feet square and sijc 
and a half feet high, and ia this hovel 
lived husband, wife and four children. 
Amid siich deplorable conditions 12.- 
000 of our fellow townsmen are spend- 
ing their lives, with no bright thing 
about them and nothing of joy or glad- 
ness in their homes." 


Joseph Chamberlain was then mayor 


of Birmingham, and the city-had not 
yet attained the proud distinction of 
the metropolis of midland England, nor 
had that brilliant young man climbed 
far toward his present fame. He had 
evinced marked talents in municipal 
affairs and was an enthusiastic advo- 
cate of public ownership—so much so, 
in fact, that his "political enemies de- 
clared him a Socialist. It was due to 
hfs efforts and energy that Birming- 
ham had purchased the gas plant and 
the waterworks from private owners, 
and the' success which followed these 
ventures gave him a prestige of which 
he was" not sjpw to take advantage. 
The desolate tract populated with thou- 
sands of-'miserable persons aroused his 
sympathy, but he was more than a so- 
cial reformer; he was one of 
the 


Bhrewdest -business men in Great Brit- 
ain, He surveyed the field as a gen- 
eral does one of a coming battle. He 
fo.rmulated a plan, one so startling in 
Its. originality, so radical in its scope 
and so stupendous in its magnitude 
that his friends and supporters besi- 
.tated '•when he proposed it to them.- 


Mr. Chamberlain urged that Birming- 


ham proceed to purchase every foot of 
land in this contaminated area, and lie 
Included "in it fifty or more acres prac- 
tically in the center of the city., Ha 
proposed to ignore all existing street 
lines and to devote a large percentage 
of the land to broad thoroughfares. He 
proposed to demolish every house in 
this district, to lease part of the site 
to reputable landlords" who would 
erect dwellings under the supervision 
of.the city authorities and to lease the 


". remainder' of the land for business 


purposes. He admitted that for years 
this investment would impose a burden 
on the taxpayer** but contended that 
in the end it would prove a splendid: 
investment. More than that, the erad- 
ication j>f the slum area would increase 


. the value of every foot of property in 


the city. 


•The future statesman formally intro- 


duced the matter to the town council 
and, in one of the most masterly 
speeches of his career, urged its adop- 
tion. 
He claimed that Birmingham 


could never aspire to the commercial 
supremacy of its natural territory so 
long" as it permitted thousands of its 
townsmen to live in misery. 
."I believe," he said, "that the town 
and, above all, the next generation, 
Mill hare cause to bless the town coun- 
cil of Birmingham if it carries out 
this scheme and exercises what I ven- 
ture to call a sagacious audacity. 
AVe 


know how from time to time upon our 
coast vast operations have been under- 
taken by "which large tracts of laud 
have been redeemed from the sen. aud 
what was formerly the sandy bed of 
the ocean has been converted into smil- 
lug fields. I say thnt no less merito- 
rious aud no less necessary is the work 
which we" are undertaking iu this in- 
land city by which we hope to wrest 
j.-om the fell grasp of disease, misery 
and crime whole populations which 
would otherwise be abandoned to then).

speech which aroused tiie st.ud Bir- 
mingham councilors and aldermen to 
enthusiasm, as by a unanimous vote 
they indorsed nnd adopted the plan ol 
their youthful colleague. This was in

Few men have lived to see so wild a 


dream come true. As 1 stood in Corpo 
ration street, which traverses what 
once was the foul center of Birming- 
ham's slum district, I wondered what 
are Joseph Chamberlain's sensation 
when he gu/.es on that magnificent 
thorough fart., the finest in Great Bri? 
ain outside of London. Where the hov- 
els once reeked in tilth great marts and 
business palaces rear their fronts. The 
district from which respectable persons 
turned with loathing is now the fash- 
ionable shopping district. Delicate fab- 
rics have taken the place of the rags of 
tlie pauper. As if Aladdin's magician 
had waved a wand, the grewsome dis- 
trict has disappeared. I would rather 
be Joseph Chamberlain and walk up 
Corporation street. Birmingham, than 
be able to pay the Russian national 
debt. 


At an expense of SS.500.000 the city 


purchased about forty-five acres of 
slums aud proceeded to transform an 
irregular strip 
having 
an

length of about a mile. 
Starting at 


New street, one of the best business 
thoroughfares, it-surveyed a broad rond 
through the center of its new and 
strange property. Having laid out new 
streets in every direction, the munici- 
pality offered the frontage to those who 
were willing to build in consideration 
of seventy-five year leases. There was 
a demand from powerful interests that 
the leaseholds be extended to ninety- 
nine years, but >fr. Chamberlain was 
firm in his resolve that Birmingham 
should come into full possession of its 
reward at the end of the shorter term. 
He insisted th^t it would he possible 
to rent every square foot of the land 
on the terms specified, and bis .1mlir- 
ruent was accurate. He also predicted 
that the average animal charge against 
the taxes would not exceed .$00.000. 
This would meet the interest on tlie 
bonds and make up tbe deficit after al- 
lowing for rents and other revenues. 
In brief, he estimated that the eventual 
cost of the investment would not ex- 
ceed .$4.500.000. 


The scheme hr.s been greatly enlarg- 


ed since its inception, but when the last 
payment is made in 1950 Birmingham 
will ov\ n in fee simple the most valua- 
ble tract of real estate in the -world, 
and .the price paid will fall below that 
set by the "boy mayor,"' who has a 
chance to live to see the partial fruition 
of his "audacious sagacity." If offered 
for sale iu the open market today the 
former slum hole would realize $15.- 
000,000. 
Its improvement did more 


than any one thing to make Birming- 
ham th»- "metropolis of tbe midland 
counties." It is no exaggeration to as- 
sert that the decision of the council of 
1875 had the direct effect of doubling 
the value of every square foot of land 
in tbe business district, and it would 
be impossible to put a money value on 
the blessings which have come with a 
lowered death rate, diminished crime. 
an aroused local pride and the prestige 
which comes from a great campaign 
valiantly and successfully pushed to 
success.

tation, the wedding was postponed 
just 21 hours until the 
bridegroom 


could obtain a duplicate license from 
the Muskingtim county probate court. 


That the course of true love does 


not run smoothly, especially in a case 
where the father has serious objec- 
tions, is evidenced by this love story 
of two young people who, however, 
overcame all obstacles and were hap- 
pily married Sunday night. 


Mr. West went to Zanesville Satur- 


day afternoon and secured the license 
to wed Miss Butler. He returned 
to 


Dresden and saw Rev. George W. Lott 
and made the necessary arrangements 
to be married at 7:30 o'clock 
that 


evening. 
The bridegroom handed the 


minister the license and return blank, 
so there would be no delay afterwards. 
All these were filled out by the minis- 
ter before the ceremony. 


A half hour before the time set for 


the ceremony, Lev- Butier, of Dresden, 
father of the bride, called on the min- 
ister, and told him that the young peo- 
ple were at his home and were going 
to be married by another minister, a 
friend of the family, who had just ar- 
riveu in town.
